Swansea, Wales. June 18. 
earrytng Miss Amelia EaYhart. 

Gordou. which arrived at Burry port, Wales, from Trepassey, 
Newfoundland, at 12.40 p.m. to-day, arrived at Swansea late 
this afternoon. 

Burrfport, Wales, June 18.—While all England and Ire¬ 
land waited on tiptoe this morning to welcome the monoplane 
‘Friendship from its transatlantic flight. Miss Amelia Ear- 
hart. the first woman to conquer the great oeean by air, and 
her two companions. Pilot Wilmer Stultz and Mechanic Lou 
Gordon, nettled down unexpectedly on Burry Estuary, Wales, 
shortly after noon to-day. 

EQUIPPED WITH PONTOON s 
The tri-motored monoplane, the first 
equipped with pontoon* to make a 
direct crossing of the Atlantic, came to 
rest as the tide was fuUy out and the 
pontoons soon drove their noses Into 
sand close to shore. 

A launh was sent out immediately to 
the plane to determine the wishes of 
the fliers and to see If assistance was 
needed 

Bad weather and heavy mist accom¬ 
panied the Friendship for the greater 
part of Its journey, while rain way 
almost incessant. Pilot Wilmer Stultz 
told an Associated Press correspondent 
here. . 1 

NEEDED MOKE FUEL 
"As you know,” he said, "we hopped 
I off from Newfoundland at 9.51 o'clock 
I yesterday morning and intended land¬ 
ing In England. However, lack of fuel 
rorced our had. and we had to look 
for a landing place elsewhere." 

Stultz was in the best of spirits, and 
immediately went off to the telephone 
; to give news of the arrival of the 
Friendship and to secure fresh sup¬ 
plies of gasoline. a 

He said it was the intention of the 
craw to proceed to Bristol, which was 
their destination as soon as possible. 

Not in years has this tiny port ex¬ 
perienced such a thrill as when the 
big plane swooped Into the estuary 
carrying ths first woman ever to cross 
the Atlantic by air. 

It was doubtful If many people in 
| the little port even knew the plans 
was en route from Newfoundland. 
However, tt did not take the newa long 
to spread and the population was 
greaUy excited at witnessing the con- 
i elusion of such a feat. *

Logans Promise Big Return 
Sour Cherries Bear More 


Fruit crop prospects on Vancouver 
Ulend and the Oulf Islands am out¬ 
lined in the latest crop report of the 
Department of Agriculture, as varying 
considerably. Conditions are described 
ae follows ? 

"Climatic conditions during the past 
two weeks have been more or lee* 
favorable to the development of the 
strawberry crop, although the berries 
came on very fast about the middle 
of last week, and the first car rolled 
on June 6. A. few days of dull weather 
fbe first of this week has been a boon 
to strawberry men. as it has held back 
the crop slightly Owing to wind* boom 
rustineas in the berries was in evi¬ 
dence. but they are coming much 
brighter in appearance at present Car¬ 
load shipments have been very heavy 
during the pest few days, and the 
height of the crop will probably be 
reached about June 16. 

/-Black currants and loganberries are 
sislng well and pijAniae a fair to good 
crop. Sour cherries do not look ae 
promising now as earlier tn the season 
but the crop should slightly exceed 
that of 1927. 8weet cherries in some 
orchards art* a much lighter crop than 
in 1937. while in other orchards they
